Grain Fixing and Grain Mixing

The grain sharks are making a de- 
termined effort to get legal authority 
to open such markets in Winnipeg and 
Fort William, ‘The scheme is to take 
a certain quantity of grain from every 
carload and place it on view in the 
grain exchange, and as soon as the 
car is sold, the car from which th- 
sample is taken is sent to its destina- 
tion by the railway company. Mean- 
while the cars are delayed in transit 
twenty-four hours, and cars not ar- 
riving at Winnipeg before eleven 
o’ciock on Saturday mornings are held 
until eleven o'clock on the following 
Monday morning. This means that 
the loss of time in transit caused by 
the sample market, reduces the carry- 
ing capacity of the railway companies 
nearly two days in every week, ‘This, 
on the three main lines of railway to 
Lake Superior, equals a reduction of 
about 2,500 out of a total of 15,000 
available for the transportation of 
grain during the whole of the busy 
season,
